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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 and 1 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the phone conference with the Applicants' Representative, on 09/19/2007, to discussed 
about the connection of filter 33 in figure 1 of the William reference (US. Pat. #: 5,550901). The 
William reference teaches that when switches 20a & 20b (Fig.l) switched to connection of filter 
33, the conductor 22 is disconnected and not considered as a "communication path" which is 
parallel to the filter 33. The Applicants argeed to amend independent claims 1,2,16 and 17 by 
replacing the term "placing" with "connecting" or "connected" in order to overcome the 
teachings of a location of the filter 33 "being placed in parallel to conductor 22 being 
disconnected" in William reference. 

In the independent claims 1 and 2, the claims recited limiations of "local loop generation 
mechanism" such as "local loop generation equipment" 105 as shown in figure 2; and a 
"frequency-selective filter" such as "frequency-selective filter" 121 shown in figure 2. The 
frequency-selective filter 121 estabishes a communication path by connecting it across the local 
loop generation equipment 105 v as shown in figure 2. In the William system, the filter 33 is 
disconnected when it is in a normal communication mode, and it is connected as a 
communication path in parrellel to a jumper 22 when it is in conference mode. Therefore, the 
William reference as well as other references in the prior art of record fails to clearly or fairly 
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suggest the feature of, inter alia, " connecting a frequency-selective filter in parallel with the 
local loop generation mechanism to provide a bypass path across the local loop generation 
mechanism", as substantially described and connected to the independent claims 1, 2, 16, 17, 18 
and 19.
